(ii) In the Russian Sector of BERLIN roads and tracks are NOT 
marked and it is the responsibility of the visitors to 
ensure that entry is NOT made into the Russian Zone’ -

(a) You must be extremely careful when using DERLIN public transport, 
particulartly the 'S' and 'U' Bahn, in order to. ensure that you,,do

'S' Bahn is OUT OF BOUNDS to all military peneraies from 1700.. too 
0600 hrs daily.

Fully understand that I am not allowed under any circumstances to 
enter the Russian Zone cf Germany without a valid RUSSIAN PASS,and that 
if I do then I am liable to ve arrested by the Russian Military 
Authorities. I also fully understand that by entering the Russian Zone 
of Germany I am going absent from ay Whit, and that when I return or am 
returned to the custady of the British Military Authorities, I am liable 
to be tried by Court Martial on a charge of Desertion or AWOL. I know that 
it is my own responsibility to knoy the exact geographical location of the 
Ru sian Zone , West Sector Check Points sad boundaries in West Rerlin,and 
I have been warned to kecp well away from these points. I also know the 
danger of using the 'U' BAHN and the :S! BAHN in Berlinand them carrying 
me past my destination , thereby ranning the risk of being carried into 
the Russian Zone. I further understand that if I am apprehended by the 
Bast German Police or the Russian Military Authorities, I must comply 
with the wundermentioned instructions- 


a- If detained or questioned by the Eart German Police I will not 
pay any fines or answer eny questions and will immediately ask to 
to be put in touch with the Russian Authorities. 


Do If questioned by the Russians I must , on NO account, give more 
than- Number, Rank , Name, anā a brief explanation of how I

C: I will resist any attempt by the Russians to get further
